SCHWAB: You desper- 
ately want a few tours for 
your youth team.

I want 14 inter- 
national games before the end 
of the year. I want a tour in 
September and another in No- 
vember. These tours will help 
create team spirit and under- 
standing. They will make the 
players mates, they will 
enable the players go through 
victory and defeat together. 


SCHWAB: When do the 
qualifying games start? 

SCHEINFLUG: We will 
play against New Zealand, 
Papua-New Guinea and Fiji in 
Port Moresby in December. 
The New Zealand team has 
been. kept together by coach 
Don Jones since the players 
were under 16s, so they are 
ahead of us in preparation. But 
the hot, sticky climate in Port 
Moresby in December will 
work against both New Zea- 
land and Australia. It will be 
more suitable for Papua-New 
Guinea and Fill. 


SCHWAB: If you win 
that group, where will you 
play next? 

SCHEINFLUG: We'll have 
to meet Israel and the team 
that finishes second in the 
CONCACAF tournament. 


SCHWAB: At least it’s 
better than having to play 
against one of the South 
American teams, as we 
had to do in 1979. 

SCHEINFLUG: True, but 
we'll have to play probably in 
California.

Put as simply 
as possible, the national team 
will comprise the best avail- 
able players, regardless of 
age. There are seven or eight 
good, seasoned internationals 
whom I will use. They won't 
all be former youth players. 


SCHWAB: Name some 
of those seasoned inter- 
naitonals, 


SCHEINFLUG: John Yzen- 
doern, Alan Davidson, Peter 
Katholos Of course I also will 
use players from last year’s 
youth team, but I repeat that I 
will impose no age limit. Look 
at teams like West Germany 
and Italy. They have players 30 
years or older. It all depends 
on ability and what they can 
contribute to the team's suc- 


SCHWAB: Apparently 
one of the reasons Jimmy 
Rooney was dropped from 
the national team last year 
wes that he was consid- 
ered to be too old. He was 
one off his 100th gamo for 
Australia at the time and 
we all boliaved he should 
have been allowed at least 
to reach that milestone. 
Will you ensure that 
Rooney does get a chance 
to make his 100th appear- 
ance, or that a testimonial 
game will be arene for 
him? 


SCHEINFLUG: I'd be only 
too pleased. I respect Jimmy 
Rooney as somewhat of a 
symbol as far as the national 
team and Australian soccer 
are concerned. It’s up to the 
World Cup committee but I’m 
sure something could be done. 
It depends on the game and the 
oppositon. If nothing else, I 
may be able to bring him on 
for 15 minutes or so, but really 
I think a testimonial game 
would be a better idea. 


SCHWAB: After the 
team’s failures of last year, 
whet alse is there that you 
feel you have to correct? 


SCHEINFLUG: I have to 
make the players believe in 
the national team, I have to 
make them proud to be part of 
it, and I have to find players 
who believe in themselves as 


well. They must be confident 
of competing well against the 
best in the world. Some of the 
players stopped believing that 
after our loss to New Zealand, 
because they were told so 
often by the Press and the 
fans. This however, is not true. 
Of course some of the criti- 
cism was warranted, but the 
players have the ability to 
prove to the media they are 
much better than that.

SCHWAB: There has 
been widespread dismay 
that the Socceroos are to 
have no matches this year.

SCHEINFLUG:; I will con- 
tinue to push at the next meet- 
ing of the World Cup com- 
mittee. I’m sure we can get 
two or three games in October. 


SCHWAB: Against a 
World Cup nation? 


SCHEINFLUG; Preferably.

New Zealand, 


SCHWAB: Would you 
be confident of beating 
them?

SCHEINFLUG: You never 
really know after the event. 
One year a good crop of

you're not as lucky. Unless you 
have the players yourself, you 
can't really say. Also, we tend 
to forget about the quality of 
the opposition. Other countries 
are getting stronger all the 
time. Any match today is a 50- 
50 proposition. Many countries 
spend fortunes on their soccer 
and their national teams. 
Therefore we cannot run on a 
Shoestring budget, and we 
have to play against top teams 
all the time. 


SCHWAB: Why was the 
1973-74 team so success- 
ful then?

SCHEINFLUG: At that 
time we had players with a lot 
of natural ability, but more 
important, they were kept to- 
gether four years. My aim is to 
do the same. You can’t drop a 
player after one or two bad 
games. You have to be some- 
what of a father to them — 
analyse their problems and get 
them back onto the rails. 
Players must respect their 
coach for his knowledge and 
for his treatment of them. I do 
not want to be respected just 
because of my dicipline. The 
iron fist is unnecessary, for 
the top players have sufficient 
common sense. It's ridiculous 
if the players actually are 
scared of you. 


SCHWAB: The 1974 
side included many players 
who had had overseas ex- 
perience — Rooney, 
Mackay, Reilly, Utjeseno- 
vic, WHson. Was that a 
reason for its success? 


SCHEINFLUG;: What about 
the others? Curran, Warren, 
Campbell, Baartz, Shaefer, 
Williams, Abonyt — they all 
learned their soccer here. 
Even those you mentioned 
were polished off here, so I 
don’t think the overseas ex- 
perience had much to do with 


SCHWAB: 1 bring up the 
point because of the pro- 
posed tightening up of 
import quotas. Won't this 
result eventually in the 
locals having no-one left 
to emulate? 


SCHEINFLUG: I don’t 
think we can afford to limit 
imports even further, but I do 
believe we should bring over 
only players of genuine quali- 
ty. An Alan Ball or a Mick 
Shannon obviously would be a 
great asset. But let’s forget 
aobut players who have played 
second or third division soccer 
all their lives. We do however, 
need a transfer fee limit on 
local young players, to enable 
therm to move to the top clubs 
at a reasonable price. 


Schwab; Who are the 
players who stand out 
among those you have 
coached at club leval? 


SCHEINFLUG: At Ad 
City I had John Perin, ; 
those footballers with ~.. 
fidence and flair who could 
turn defence into attack with 
one pass. I also had Dixie 
Deans, a brilliant goalscorer. 
His probelm perhaps was bad 
living. Alan Niven stood out at 
Brisbane Lions, and I even- 
tually succeeded in having him 
included in the national team. 
He’s a beautiful crosser of the 
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ball, and he could have played 
first division back home, 
which indeed, he did for a 
while, but he had some medic- 
al probelm and he tock medic- 
al advice that the Australian 
climate would be better for 
him. Col Bennett also stands 
out — a very steady player. 
And there’s Gary Marocchi of 
Adelaide City — a very good 
player but also a worrier, If 
you took his confidence away, 
he couldn't play. Marconi had 
any amount of stars while I 
was there — Krncevic, Sharne, 
Jankovies, Henderson, you 
name them. Ray Richards was 
8 great character as well as 
being a top player. He was an 
average striker who was made 
into a fearsome midfielder. 
talking about characters, you 
could never go wrong with 
Henderson and Bennett. 
Before a big game they'd tell 
some joke that was so bad that

SCHWAB: Canberra's 
coach George Murray said 
last weke hoe felt that had 
Peter Wilson beon in last 
year's team from the start, 
Australia may still have 
qualified for the World 
Cup. Do you agree? 

SCHEINFLUG: Well, it was 
all badly done. They tried to 
get him very late during the 
campaign, but if he’d been in 
earlier, we obviously would 
have benefited. I feel he 
should have been part of the 
squad because of his great ex- 
perience and his profes- 
sionalism. 


SCHWAB: Do you think 
Rooney should have been 
dropped when he was? 


SCHEINFLUG: Jimmy had 
many friends among the play- 
ers, and so dropping him didn’t 
help at all. It had a detrimen- 
tal effect on team spirit be- 
cause the other players saw 
that if a man like Rooney could 
be kicked in the pants it also 
could happen to them. Rooney 
was treated wrongly. He didn’t 
get the respect that a player of 
his standing deserved. 


SCHWAB: Much has 
been said and written 
out the lack of recogni- 
am given to our great 
ternationals.

ralia finds a permanent base 
for its annual national tourna- 
ment in Melbourne. 

Furjanic is president of the 
CSAA, a job which takes him 
around Australia, Keeping in 
constant touch with the associ- 


; ation’s 22 member clubs in 


every State except Northern 
Territory. 

Croatia Glenorchy, in 
Cadbury’s State League South 
in Tasmania, is slowly recov- 
ering from the loss of money 
and committee men resulting 
from Furjanic’s disastrous at- 
tempt to stage the 1980 
Croatian national tournament 
in Hobart. 

The tournament was 
crippled by an air strike which 
left Croatia almost $10,000 in 
debt. It also left Furjanic in 
poor health and two other 
Croatia committeemen took a

As a result, season 1981 was 
a bad one for Croatia Glen- 
orchy. In fact it was “the 
worst year we've had in 23 
years"’, according to Furjanic. 

It’s a different Croatia now. 
Furjanic’s business interrests 
and his many contacts among 
Croatian businessmen are 
behind the drive to establish 
Croatia once again as one of 
the leading clubs in Tasmania. 

“Soccer Action’’ columnist 
Walter Pless was hired as first 
team coach this year and last 
weekend Melbourne Croatia 
defender Ian McGibbon and 
his wife were guests of Furja- 
nic in Hohart 
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have a look at the set-up,’’ said 
Furjanic. 

“T hope he’s impressed be- 
cause he could prove in- 
valuable to our team. We can 
get both McGibbon and his 
wife good jobs andl can organ- 
ise her visa with the Immigra- 
tion Department. 

“Our drive to get players 
doesn't stop there. 

“Recently we signed former 
Frankston City midfielder 
Willie Coulsen and when I read 
in last week's ‘Soccer Action’ 
about young English striker 
Chris Livysey I contacted him 
immediately.

Croatia Glenorchy started 
its 1982 campaign in fine style, 
winning the Michael the Tailor 
Cup sponsored by president 
Furjanic. 

However the club’ s opening 
to the league season wasn't so 
successful. 

“We were hammered 7-] by 
Olympic in our first game,” 
said Furjanic 

“I’ve never, in my long as- 
sociation with Tasmanian soc- 
cer, seen an Olympia side that 
played like that. It was as if a 
top European team had come 
over to play a game against 
the locals. We were three 
goals down inside four min- 
utes. Our boys didn’t know 
what hit them. 

“We lost our next league 
game 2-0 to Juventus Pioneer. 

“Our supporters want im- 
mediate success. It might be 
the case that the team will 
come good shortly and have a 
great second half of the season 
however our supporters can't 
wait that long.

One of the new players could

Only a miracle will save 
Brisbane City from relegation 
— and unfortunately Jim Her- 
miston does not walk on water. 


Brisbane coach Nero Saftich 
put all his trumps on the table 
last weekend and came up 
with no tricks as City was 
woeful in its 1-3 loss to 
Canberra. 


Hermiston was to be the 
answer to all the Spencer Park 
problems but now he could end 
up being the one who could be 
laden with all the blame as 
City slips: to inglourious re- 
legation, 


Before his surprise come- 
back announcement last 
Thursday night, City had let it 
be known it originally wanted 
Hermiston as its PSL coach, 
but he declined, giving the 
same reasons as those he gave 
for his playing retirement. He 
wanted to spend more time 
with his family. 


But now, he has found the 
time to play, it really is only a 
matter of perhaps a few weeks 
or maybe even a few da 
before the City directors heed 
the calls of club members and 
spectators and sack Saftich to 
appoint Hermiston. 


Everyone emphatically 
denies it but it is the same 
people saying the same things 
they did before Saftich was 
last sacked by the club, nearly 
18 months ago. 


If Hermiston is offered the 
coaching job he would be a fool 
to rey He gins It would be 
a challenge In Itself to rescue 
the team from relegation this 


season but to do it as player 
coach would be impossible. 


Hermiston laid his repuate- 
tion on the line when he agreed 
to play last weekend after 
Lions had offered the former 
PSL Player of the Year to 
Brisbane City at a substan- 
tially reduced fee from the 
original $10,000 plus asking 
price (in fact Hermiston was 
listed at $15,000 but would have 
been sold pre-season if $10,000 
was offered). 


And that reputation is bound 
to be tarnished if City con- 
tinues to play as it did against 
Canberra. Not even Hermiston 
is good enough to remain un- 
scathed from the defeats City 
are bound to incur if it main- 
tains its current standard. 


One wonders what tactics 
coach Saftich tried to employ 
in this match which rated only 
fractionally above a school- 
yard kick around. 


To start with, the selection 
of goalkeeper Tony Pezzano 
was astounding. Pezzano ar-

They are fine players who 


totally dominate the game for 


Polonia. 
Both Kalinowski and Galas 


are great kickers of a ball and 


their long kicking constantly 
puts their team on attack after 
it has absorbed attacking pres- 
sure. 

Their positional play — 
Kalinowski in the goal and 
Galas behind his line of three 
defenders — is absolutely 
superb. 

Recently my team Banks- 
town played Polonia and our 
young players attacked the Po- 
lonia goal for jong periods but 
Kalinowski and Galas almost 
toyed with them at times as, 
with insolent ease, they nulli- 
fied attack after attack. 

In order to disrupt this 
Polish duo, especially their 
ploy of Galas intercepting 
through passes and putting the 
ball back to the "keeper, I 
made a change at half time 
which turned out to be a tacti- 
cal error. 3 

As we had a fairly strong 
wind behind us I decided to 
play 4-2-4 in order to have two 
central strikers who would 
pressurise Galas and stop him, 
in coherts with his "keeper 
from dominating the pace of 
the game. 

While the tactic worked in 
part, it then allowed mid- 
fielder Ziggy Gariowski to 
start to dictate things in mid- 
field, bie ; 
Like Galas, Garlowski 
shows his class in the way he is 
able to dominate while playing 
at a composed, unhurried 
pace. 

He also is a beautiful passer 
of the ball, has fine turning 
skills and receives the ball ex- 
cellently in tight situations, 
from which he invariably is 
able to conjure up space. 

Only great players are able 
to play in as composed a way 
as do Galas and Garlowski and 
while they obviously would be 
more pressured by the pace of 
the Philips League, like Dez 
Marton they would adapt. 

Marton has the added 
burden of playing in the most 
exacting position in a soccer 
team — striker. 

If Galas and Garlowski’s 
fitness were brought up to the 
level of the Philips League 
they would be class players in 
that competition fust as they 
are in the State League. 

Kalinowski is the best goal- 
keeper in this country. 

Knowing the value of a good 
goalkeeper — I rate him the 
most important man in any 
team — I am surprised that ne 
one has bid enough money to 
sign him. 







I know that some clubs have 
dabbled with the idea and 
some tentative offers were 
made for his service, but the 
clubs were frightened off by 
the original asking price. 

On the other hand Polonia is 
not well off and would accept a 
reasonable offer.

As it is, these three great 
players now are parading their 
talents each week, often in 
front of a few hundred people 
when they should be enter- 
taining thousands, as they 
would in the Philips League.

it is a familiar scene. Someone is standing 
stroking his chin, his eyebrows raised and 
saying with a quizzical voice “‘You are a 
soccer writer... .?’’ 


I have added the question mark because clearly the person is won- 
dering just what it is that a soccer writer does (if indeed he 
does anything at all). 

Since it is always a good idea to know what one is doing. I am 
going to try for my own sake as well as the enquirier’s to give a 
meaningful answer. 

Incidentally, why should a coach be doing this? Well, perhaps it’s 
tine ine analysers of coaches and players should themselves be 
analysed. 


The start of the answer is to stress what a soccer writer must not 
be. He must not be a fan. By that I mean he must not have an 
emotional attachment to anything in soccer — not a team, a 
coach, a player, not to anything. 

The key word here is ‘“‘emotional''. Being emotional about some- 
thing means allowing one’s feelings to dominate one’s reason. I 
suggest that is a fatal flaw for a soccer writer. 


There is always a danger that writers get to know players, drink 
with them, travel with them and even get to like them. Inevita- 
bly and almost unconsciously they become biased in favour of 
that team. 


It is a writer's job to report accurately on a game. To describe 

accurately what happened; not what should have happened or 
“what he would liked to have happened, but, what did happen. 

A mind that is concentrating on one team is likely to see only 1) 
players on the field, something which very often happens to 
coaches. So even if the other side wins the game it will get little 
credit and the writer’s team will be showered with sympathy or 
worse Still be hailed as valiant victims of rough play or sinis- 
ter refereeing. 

Obviously the opposite can happen by developing dislikes. This is 
a danger if the writer was refused an interview or was told by 
the coach to get lost. 

Both emotions have to be resisted. 

There are 22 players on the field and they must all be seen with 
equal attention and dispassion. Distinctions of who is playing 
well and who is not must be based solely on playing evidence 
and not the color of his shirt. 


The writer must be able to make intelligent, reasoned judg- 
ements. He can do that only if he has studied soccer. He has to 
bese about it, talk about it, and be able to analyse it in his own 
mind. 

To do all this he will have to have a deep interest in the sport and 
in fact become a fan, not of a team, but of soccer itself. 

The danger here of course is not to be so struck on your own 
intimacy with the sport that one becomes totally unaware that 
there is such a thing as bad soccer. 


So if a writer is to become a fan let it be a fan of good soccer. His 
allegiance should be - based on intelligent judgement, not an 
emotional attachment.

Be- 
cause of these standards he should become a soccer critic, 
which is not just somebody who criticises. He becomes a 
person who forms and expresses judgements according to 
certain values or standards. 


So the soccer critic will have his own concept of good soccer. He 
will be right more often than he is wrong. But he will never- 
that he does not betray his own standards. The highest among 
those standards will be truth. 


To recognise truth in incidents, on the field the writer must rely 
on his own judgement. If he watches closely and objectively he 
will be rigfht more often than he is wrong. But he will never — 
any more than a coach, a player or a fan — be infallible. 


Writers, even critics, are human too,

Incas for Spain 


By PETER SCOTT 


The hallelujah chorus of the Peruvian press 
was in a noisy mood last September. 


“‘The Champion of 
Champions has bit the dust,” 
screamed the headlines, after 
Mundialito winner Uruguay 
was knocked out of World Cup 
calculations by the locals. 

In view of the magnitude of 
the achievement, the enthu- 
siasm could, perhaps, be forgi- 
ven, 

The third team in the group, 
a very weak Colombia, was no 
more than an appetiser, before 
the Uruguayans were gobbled 
up as the “main course’. 

The Incas are now in the 
process of getting themselves 
psyched up for the tasks in 
Spain. Their matches against 
foreign opposition of various 
kinds and strengths is alsa 
serving this purpose and while 
the 51 thrashing by the 
Cosmos in New Jersey was 
something of a schock, good 
results im Italy and Hungary 
made up for it. 

When thinking of Peru, we 
recall the nimble artists of the 
finals in Mexico, such as Sotil 
and Gallardo, as well as Diaz, 
Cueto and Oblitas, who stood 
out in Argentina. 

Then there is the legendary 
Cubillas, whose goals could be 
taught at any soccer academy. 

In spite of this abundant 
supply of talent, Peru has 
never moved beyond the final 
eight in preivous World Cups. 
So, what are its real chances 
this year? 

South American journalists 
tip Peru to have a major role 
in Spain, because its present 
suqad is '‘more disciplined and 
better prepared’’ than its pre- 
decessors, 

Hf this is true, then Italy or 
Poland — or both — could be in 
for a nasty shock. 


The master in charge of this 
collection of wayward talent is 
worth introducing in some 
detail. EJba Lima de Padua, 
commonly known as Tim, is 
Brazilian by birth and is one of 
Latin America’s all time spor- 
ting successes, with matching 
popularity. 

As a youngster he was one of 
the magicians alongside the 
legendary Leonidas in the 
Brazilian team of the 1938 
World Cup. Later as a 
Manager/Coach he led Bangu, 
Fluminese and San Lorenzo to 
championship titles, before re- 
tiring Into the quiet life of a 
pensioner. 

He was 67 years old when re- 
cruited to breath life into Per- 
uvian soccer. Tim started 
from the bottom in Lima; Per- 
uvian soccer was if not dead, 
then in a state of shocked 
shame and disgust following 
its 6-0 loss to Argentina in the

last World Cup. A loss which 
helped the hosts advance and 
is to this day suspected by 
many ot have been a blatant 
se ix’’: 

As quick as their agents 
could arrange it after the 
fiasco, the stars moved 
abroad, so all the fury sur- 
rounded those ‘who remained 
in Peru. 

Tim’s ideas were quickly 
put into effect. 

“My great love is attacking 
football, but the deciding 
factor is safe defence, so I had 


to completely reprogram our 
rearguard. 

“We dispensed with auto- 
matic man to man defence, 
which resulted in running back 
and forth, up and down, with 
the accompanying fatigue. In- 
Stead, our hallmark is now 
zonal defence, with a human 
wall in front of our penalty 


area. + 

“Tf they start shooting from 
that range, Quiroga is the kind 
of keeper who can pluck up 
such balls with one hand 
behind his back."’ 

Tim is equally confident of 
the abilities of his defensive 
quartet of Chumpitaz, Duarte, 
Rojas and Diaz, while in mid- 
field Cuetas is the ‘conduc- 
tor’’, the creative genius, 
while the forte of Velasquez is 
defence and of Larosa attack. 

Peru always utilises three 
strikers, mostly in the persons 
of Barbadillo, Uribe and the 
veteran Oblitas — and, of 
course, Cubillas! He was not 
released by Fort Lauderdale 
for the qualifying games, but 
is expected in Spain. 

Since the situation, accord- 
ing to Tim, is all rosy, it may

Last year he 
came under suspicion again, 
when it was suggested that the 
Urguayans have made ap- 
proaches to him, before the 
match in Lima. The goalless 
draw halted those rumors, but 
this outstanding goalkeeper is

Then there is Chumpitaz, 
who at the age of 30 and with a 
fantastic 140 full inter- 
nationals behind him, has an- 
nounced his retirement on no 
less than twelve occasions. the 
last time this happened. Tim 
was on the verge of a stroke at 
first from anger, then decided 
to play the “diplomat’’. The 
result was the popular 
Chumpi’s twelfth change of 
mind — in return for certain 
financial considerations by the 
Peruvian FA. 

Another problem is that 
Peruvian players are appear- 
ing in teams in Colombia, Bel- 
gium and the USA and much of 
the emphasis in the time re- 
maining will be on establishing 
team work and understanding. 





But, Peru has decided to 
cast fears and problems aside. 


After all, hasn’t Tim an- 
nounced that “we have no 
reason to fear anyone in 
Spain’’? 


And hasn’t he been right 
every time until now?
